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County hospital 'requires improvement' 


DORSET County Hospital NHS Foundation 
Trust has been rated as ‘requires improve¬ 
ment’ by England’s Chief Inspector of Hos¬ 
pitals following an inspection by the Care 
Quality Commission in March. 
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Four services - maternity, end of life care, outpa¬ 
tients and urgent & emergency services - were given 
the rating. 

The trust’s medical care, surgery, critical care and 
children’s & young people’s services were rated over¬ 
all as ‘good’. 

The report found that there were not enough con¬ 
sultants for end of life care services and not always 
enough nurses, doctors, midwives and therapists with 
the right skill mix to provide safe and effective care. 

Inspectors found that there was often challenges 
with patient flow through the hospital and the number 
of available beds. 

However, the trust had invested a range of initiatives 
to find alternatives to emergency admissions and sup¬ 
port timely discharge from hospital. 

Professor Edward Baker, deputy chief inspector of 
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hospitals, said: “Dorset County Hospital NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust is midway through a review of its strategy 
which is aimed at working more closely with other or¬ 
ganisations in the county to deliver a range of inte¬ 
grated services between them. 

“There is a relatively new executive team who 
recognise that there is work still to do before patients 
see all the benefits. 

“Although we found there was a commitment to 
provide safe care and to improve performance across 
the trust, this had not yet been achieved. 

“In particular, the board was not properly aware of 
the improvements needed in some services such as 
end of life care where areas for improvement were 
identified two years ago. 

“There is now evidence of a shift of focus to contin¬ 
uous quality improvement. To their credit the trust has 
sought external advice and are working to improve 
how the board monitor quality and risks. 

“Throughout our inspection we found that staff were 
enthusiastic about the trust and the quality of care they 
provided - although there were not always enough 
nurses or doctors to provide safe care. 

“The trust is still working towards a full seven-day 
service and there is not a formal ‘hospital at night’ 
team. 

“While we have found areas of good practice, we 
also found areas where the need for improvement had 
previously been identified but the changes had not im¬ 
plemented or embedded. 

“Following this inspection we will continue to mon¬ 
itor the trust’s progress and we will return at a later 
date to check on its progress.” 

A number of areas of outstanding practice were also 
uncovered and the hospital was praised for its support

WEYMOUTH and Bridport bus drivers, 
now on their eighth week of strikes, 
say they are prepared to go to arbitra¬ 
tion to end the dispute. 

The Unite union, which is support¬ 
ing more than 100 drivers, said it had 
contacted the conciliation service 
Acas on Thursday. 

Unite regional officer Bob Lanning 
said the talks offer'should finally put 
the nail in the coffin of misleading 
claims by the company that Unite is 
not prepared to go to arbitration'. 

He continued: "We have always 
been prepared to go to arbitration as 
long as any package hammered out 
under the auspices of Acas is put to 
the drivers, which is normal industrial 
relations' practice. The ball is now in 
the company's court." 

The strikes have been going on 
since the third week in June with a 
fresh round of industrial action this 
week and another round of stoppages 
planned for Monday, August 22nd. 

The union say local drivers earn 
£8.80 an hour, less than First drivers 
elsewhere, and they want it to rise to 
£9.50 over three years, to match the 
wages of drivers in Yeovil. 

First has previously said the claim 
was unaffordable and is, meanwhile, 
claiming that more than 90 per cent 
of its local services are operating as 
normal. 


Marc Reddy, Managing Director, of 
First Dorset says:"First Dorset is doing 
everything it can to minimise disrup¬ 
tion for bus passengers, and around 
nine out often busses will run as nor¬ 
mal. We are disappointed by the deci¬ 
sion of the union to prolong the 
misery to bus passengers by calling a 
further seven-day stoppage. 

"The union is putting the viability of 
the First Dorset business in jeopardy 
by their actions. 

"Despite the fair pay offer on the 
table, we've been unsuccessful in 
making meaningful progress after 
many rounds of talks with the union." 
• MEMBERS of the Cartoon Action 
Theatre based in Bridport also 
showed their support for the striking 
bus drivers by staging a play about 
the on going dispute in Bucky Doo 
Square last weekend. 

They performed a tug-of-war, pic¬ 
tured above, depicting the struggle 
between the two groups to shoppers 
in Bridport.

for renal dialysis patients and the hospital at home service. It also received ‘good’ 
across the board for their quality of care. 

In total, inspectors found 25 of the 39 factors - or 64 per cent - they assessed as 
‘good’. 

Patricia Miller, Dorset County Hospital’s chief executive, said: “I am extremely 
proud of everything our staff have achieved in their tireless efforts to provide the 
very best care to our patients. 

“The CQC inspectors were full of praise for the obvious commitment of our staff 
throughout the organisation and the many ‘good’ ratings we received reflect this. 

“The overall rating of ‘requires improvement’ does not mean Dorset County 
Hospital is providing poor care. The thousands of local people using our services 
know this is not the case. It means we have more work to do to bring all our serv¬ 
ices up to the high standards we expect at DCH. We are already striving towards 
this and our aim is to achieve a rating of ‘outstanding’ for our hospital. 

“We have already acted on many of the recommendations made by the inspectors 
for improvements and we are confident that this will be recognised in follow up 
visits by inspectors. 

“I would like to thank all staff who worked so hard with the inspectors before, 
during and after their inspection to provide a huge amount of information to help 
the CQC reach their conclusions.” 


The Grade II* listed building in 
East Street has been empty since 
1997 and is currently on the na¬ 
tional 'At Risk' register. 

A £2million building contract has 
been awarded to RG Spiller of Chard 
and the Bridport Area Development 
Trust (BADT) is scheduled to grant 
possession of the site to the con¬ 
tractor on August 22nd so work can 
begin. 

It is estimated that the restoration 
work will span a year with the LSI 
building complete and ready for 
business in Autumn 2017. 

Mike Carter, chairman of the LSI 
working group, said: "Access to the 
building to carry out the refurbish¬ 
ment is very limited due to the re¬ 
stricted nature of the site. 

"We have reached an agreement 
with [Dorset] Highways and the 
town council to close the pavement 
outside the building and a portion 
of the local car parking on the south 
side of the road to allow for a con¬ 
tractor's compound outside the 
building and to ensure that two- 
way traffic is maintained in East 
Street. 

"Pedestrian access will remain 
open to all premises along the 
street." 

The trust secured the final funding 
for the capital phase of restoration 
work, which was achieved with the 
help and support of the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and Historic England, 
who together have underpinned 
the valued contributions of other 
trust organisations and stakehold¬ 
ers. 

Whilst the construction takes 
place, the trust will move forward to 


assemble an operational manage¬ 
ment committee to run the build¬ 
ing. 

When it is re-opened, the building 
will include training, meeting and 
flexible workspace to meet the 
needs of new and existing small 
businesses in the area and local 
community. 

A cafe will cater for users of the 
building and be open to the public. 

Alongside the building work a 
programme of activities will explore 
the history of the building. 

Activities co-ordinator Crystal 
Johnson said: "It is incredibly excit¬ 
ing that, at last, this really important 
building is being saved. 

"Its purpose has always been to 
support the growth and prosperity 
of the town and provide amenity 
for its residents. Its new use will re¬ 
flect its original aims and safeguard 
it for the people of Bridport in the 
future. 

"We have developed a pro¬ 
gramme of events and activities 
that we hope will help us under¬ 
stand more about the building and 
celebrate its heritage significance. 

"We have just appointed an oral 
history co-ordinator to record local 
memories about the building and 
would love to hear from anyone 
who would be willing to share their 
stories - it might be a small snippet 
of information or a more detailed 
recount of something that happened 
at the building."

■ WE ARE writing as BridportTown 
Councillors to urge an immediate 
end to this unnecessary dispute 
which is causing inconvenience 
and uncertainty for bus users and 
damaging the prospects for the fu¬ 
ture of the bus service in the area. 

We totally support the justice of 
the driver's case for equal pay with 
other depots. 

Paying a meagre £8.80 an hour 
for a skilled and responsible job is 
scandalous. 

The drivers deserve to be paid 
much more than they are asking 
for. 

Your company has tried to justify 
the discrimination against our local 
drivers on the grounds that fare 
revenue in this area is lower than 
the other areas where higher 
wages are paid. 


Hardly the drivers'fault - they do 
just the same job as colleagues 
elsewhere. 

We find it remarkable that your 
company, part of the massive First 
Group, can conduct itself in such a 
short-sighted manner. 

Have you never read or learnt 
anything about how to motivate 
staff, and the commercial advan¬ 
tages that result from a well-moti¬ 
vated workforce? 

It seems not since your company 
is going to great lengths to alienate 
the drivers. 

The union says it would cost 
£48,000 to settle this dispute and 
you say this is unaffordable yet the 
2014/15 accounts of First Hamp¬ 
shire & Dorset show that the five di¬ 
rectors of the company received 
£834,000 between them, an aver¬ 


age of £166,800 per director. 

First Hampshire & Dorset's profit 
after tax was £2.58 million! 

With the bus network already 
under severe stress from cuts in 
DCC subsidies this dispute in¬ 
creases the danger that the whole 
system will become untenable as 
local people have to resort to other 
means of travel. 

We want the bus service to not 
just survive but to expand as one 
part of a sustainable transport sys¬ 
tem for our area. 

We appeal to you to see sense, 
settle the claim in full and start to 
become part of the solution in¬ 
stead of part of the problem.

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Launch of Safer Dorset Foundation 
welcomed by PCC and the police 


DORSET Police and Crime Commissioner (PCC), 
Martyn Underhill, and Deputy Chief Constable, 
James Vaughan, have announced the launch of a 
new police charity, the Safer Dorset Foundation. 

The charity is one of eight pledges Mr Underhill 
committed to achieving during his first 100 days 
in office since he was re-elected as PCC on May 
5th. 

The charity aims to make Dorset the safest 
county in the country by the year 2021 and will 
do this though supporting crime prevention and 
promoting a safer and improved quality of life for 
those living and working in Dorset. 

Initially, funds raised will be used for projects 
that aim to help children achieve, protect vulner¬ 
able people from abuse and fraud and enhance 
the services for victims. 

The Safer Dorset Foundation projects will run 
completely independently from the Dorset PCC, 
his office and Dorset Police. It will, however, col¬ 
laborate with these bodies, working to comple¬ 
ment them with their work and grow investment 
in Dorset. 

Mr Underhill, said: "I am excited to be able to 
launch the Safer Dorset Foundation and I'm look¬ 
ing forward to seeing it grow. 

"The charity will work alongside the police to 
help prevent crime and protect people who have 
been affected by crime. 

"There are some very exciting fundraising ideas 
in the pipeline and I look forward to seeing the 
charity benefit the people of Dorset. 

"I am confident the people of Dorset will be 
supportive of the foundation, and I am commit¬ 
ting to match fund the first £10,000 donations. 
This money will not come from the policing 
budget but will be funded through specialist 
grants from Government. 


"When doing my precept consultation, I re¬ 
ceived feedback that many people wanted a way 
of donating money to Dorset Police which they 
had previously been unable to do but the Safer 
Dorset Foundation provides the perfect opportu¬ 
nity to contribute to community safety initiatives." 

James Vaughan, Dorset Police Deputy Chief 
Constable and trustee, said: "While the Safer 
Dorset Foundation is an independent charity, I 
am proud to support it personally as a trustee 
and, more widely, its success will help Dorset Po¬ 
lice keep people safe and build stronger commu¬ 
nities. Because of these mutual benefits, the force 
is supporting the charity through the use of 
buildings and IT infrastructure, although this will 
not be at a direct cost or the expense of frontline 
officer's time. 

"I look forward to being involved in collabora¬ 
tion between the charity, the force and the other 
partners and individuals across Dorset that we 
are keen to work with. In particular, I really hope 
the Safer Dorset Foundation can work alongside 
other local charities and services to help support 
those who are most vulnerable in the county."

WHEN local Arthur Woodgate 
was interviewed for the View 
From's '60 Second Interview'in

Mr Woodgate said: "I didn't 
get the prize, but I did get a cer¬ 
tain satisfaction out of knowing 
that I wasn't the only one who 
thought my poetry had some 
merit. 

"[Barrow Poet] is about the 
coming together of past and 
present, set in the timeless 
landscape around the village of 
Winterborne Abbas." 

Barrow Poet is included in the 
anthology The Wider View, pub¬ 
lished by United Press. 

Encouraged by this success, 
Arthur submitted poems for 
two further anthologies, both 
of which are to be published 
later in the year. Tip my Cat will 
be included in Best Pet Poems 
2016, whilst an anthology cele¬ 
brating the Queen's birthday, 
Our Glorious Monarch, will in¬ 
clude A Queen So Small. 

Mr Woodgate added: "This is 
about when I was a boy in the 
London Borough of Lambeth. 

"There was just one television 
owner in the street and it 
seemed like the whole street 
crammed in to their living room 
to watch the coronation on a 
tiny, flickering black-and-white 
screen. The Queen must have 


been all of two-inches tall for 
most of the proceedings. 

"When I actually met the 
Queen in 2007 the first thing 
that struck me was how tiny she 
really is - rather taller than a 
couple of inches - but small. 

"The poem draws parallels 
between the two experiences." 

In 2007, Arthur was invited to 
lunch with the Queen in recog¬ 
nition of his work with young 
people in Bridport. He had pre¬ 
viously been introduced to 
Princess Diana in 1982 because 
of his work with the young in 
the London Borough of 
Lewisham. 


Arthur is no stranger to writ¬ 
ing though. As founder of 
Lewisham Youth Drama, his 
plays reflected the reality of life 
in the multi-cultural borough 
and toured venues throughout 
the capital, including the Royal 
Court, Battersea Arts Centre 
and Deptford's Albany Theatre. 

His adaptations of well known 
books for children and young 
people were particularly suc¬ 
cessful, with a version of Animal 
Farm winning the coveted 
Lewisham Drama Festival Cup 
in 1972, again strong opposi¬ 
tion from 17 adult drama 
groups.

Award for Dorset nature project helping people with dementia 


THE Dorset Area of Outstanding Natural 
Beauty (AONB) team, hosted by Dorset 
County Council, has won a prestigious 
award for a project that helps people 
with dementia to improve their health 
and wellbeing through nature. 

The Stepping into Nature project re¬ 
ceived this year's Bowland Award from 
the National Association for Areas of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty (NAAONB), 
which recognises an outstanding con¬ 
tribution to the UK's AONBs. 

The project is run by the Dorset AONB 
team alongside partners including the 
Alzheimer's Society, Dorset Forest 
School and the county council's Part¬ 
nership for Older People Programme 
(POPP). 


It offers a range of outdoor activities 
for people with dementia and their car¬ 
ers, enabling them to be creative and 
socialise while engaging with Dorset's 
landscape. 

Regular activities include the Green 
Wood Club in woodland near Nether- 
bury, where a small group gets together 
once a month to learn and rediscover 
traditional woodworking skills. 

The Dorset AONB team was presented 
with this year's Bowland Award at the 
NAAONB's Landscapes for Life confer¬ 
ence in July. More than 200 delegates 
voted for Stepping into Nature to win. 

Stepping into Nature is currently a 
pilot but the Dorset AONB team re¬ 
cently reached the second stage of a Big 


Lottery Fund bid for £300,000 to extend 
it for three years. 

Julie Hammon, project assistant for the 
Dorset AONB team, said: "One of the 
aims of the AONB is enabling all people 
to be able to access the landscape easily. 

"Together with our partners, I am de¬ 
lighted that our fellow AONBs have 
recognised Stepping into Nature's con¬ 
tribution to improving people's health 
and wellbeing in the landscape." 

Cllr Jill Haynes, the county council's 
cabinet member for adult health, care 
and independence, said:"Stepping into 
a forest makes you feel recharged. Re¬ 
search also suggests that spending 
more time outdoors could be a path¬ 
way to health and wellbeing. 


"Congratulations to the Dorset AONB 
team and its partners for this presti¬ 
gious award. 

"The longer term plan is to set up sim¬ 
ilar projects across the county to help 
more people improve their wellbeing 
through our wonderful environment." 

Dorset libraries are hosting a series of 
Stepping into Nature engagement ses¬ 
sions during August to find out how 
people get into the countryside. 

They will take place at Beaminster Li¬ 
brary on Thursday, August 18th and 
Bridport Library on Friday, August 19th.

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Awards continue for 
local recycling bodies 


DORSET Waste Partnership (DWP) and 
its Bridport Waste Management Centre 
are continuing to win awards and gain 
recognition for achievements in recy¬ 
cling and waste prevention. 

Recently, DWP won a National Recy¬ 
cling Award for Local Authority Inno¬ 
vation and has now won a Green 
Apple Environment Award for its Brid¬ 
port Waste Management Centre. 

The National Recycling Awards 
cover many aspects of waste manage¬ 
ment and recycling, highlighting the 
excellence and innovation present 
throughout the recycling and re¬ 
source management sector today. 

The DWP won the innovation award 
for its effective partnership working 
and for increasing recycling rates 
through the roll out of the kerbside 
Recycle for Dorset service. 

The Green Apple Awards began in 


1994 and have become established as 
the country's major recognition for 
environmental endeavour among 
companies, councils, communities 
and countries. 

The DWP's Bridport household recy¬ 
cling and waste transfer centre com¬ 
peted against more than 100 other 
nominations to win a bronze Green 
Apple Environment Award for the 
built environment and architectural 
heritage. 

The site was recognised for the 
steps taken towards sustainability, in¬ 
cluding design and construction, 
restoration and regeneration. 

These two awards are in addition to 
an Award of Excellence and a Royal In¬ 
stitute of British Architects (RIBA) 
South West award that the Bridport 
site won earlier this year. 

Councillor Tony Alford, chairman of

the DWP joint committee, said: "We are delighted 
that the DWP continues to be recognised for the 
great achievements that have been made recently. 

"Our Bridport site very much reflects our approach 
as an organisation; to provide quality services for 
our residents while respecting environmental prin¬ 
ciples. 

"But we haven't got time to rest our laurels. We are 
examining ways that money can be saved and resi¬ 
dents can be helped with their recycling, both at the 
kerbside and at our household recycling centres. 

"By focusing on the issues that really matter to 
Dorset residents, we hope to win many more awards 
in the future."

Dorset Police increases the 
availability of drug-driving kits 


ON Saturday, August 6th, Dorset Po¬ 
lice and Crime Commissioner (PCC) 
Martyn Underhill’s pledge to in¬ 
crease the availability of drug driv¬ 
ing test kits within 100 days of 
taking office was achieved. 

Mr Underhill, who was re-elected 
on May 5th, said: “The conse¬ 
quences of driving under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs can be devastating, 
which is why I outlined this as an 
area of focus during my election 
campaign. 

“It is vital we equip as many offi¬ 
cers as possible with the skills to test 
drivers for using drugs whilst driving 
to bring those who disregard the law 
to justice.” 

On March 2nd 2015, changes to the 
Crime and Courts Act 2013 intro¬ 
duced a new offence of driving while 
over a prescribed drug limit. 

Since that date, Dorset Police 
trained all traffic and No Excuse 
team officers to conduct roadside 
screenings for cannabis and cocaine 
using mobile testing equipment. 

In support of the PCC’s pledge, 
Dorset Police has extended training 
to all special constables working 
with the No Excuse team to carry out 
drug wiping testing. Special Consta¬ 
ble Simon Miller has already secured 
his first positive roadside screening 
for drugs during a recent operation. 

To date, 48 per cent of drivers 
tested by Dorset Police officers have 
given a positive roadside sample, 
with illegal substances found to be 
present in the driver’s system. 


Inspector Matt Butler, of the Al¬ 
liance Road Policing Team, said: 
“Over the last 12 months we have ar¬ 
rested 90 people for being in charge 
of a vehicle whilst under the influ¬ 
ence of drugs. 

“Powers for testing drivers for drug 
driving are the same as those for 
drink driving. We test every driver 
involved in a fatal or serious colli¬ 
sion, but also conduct roadside 
screenings on the basis of intelli¬ 
gence, officer suspicion or following 
a moving traffic offence. 

“Both illegal and prescription 
drugs can impair your ability to 
drive, so always consult your doctor 
before getting behind the wheel. 

“When it comes to successfully 
identifying drug drivers, Dorset Po¬ 
lice is the best force in the region. We 
are committed to tackling the ‘fatal 
five’, which include drug driving 
amongst other offences. 

“With more trained officers, our 
ability to crack down on offenders 
whose actions result in the needless 
loss of life is now even stronger.” 

If anyone suspects someone of 
driving under the influence of alco¬ 
hol or drugs, they should call 999 im¬ 
mediately so Dorset Police can 
intercept.

Third time lucky for Bees'new boss 


BRIDPORT kickstarted their season into action 
on Saturday with a 2-1 victory away to Cleve- 
don, following the disappointments of losing 
their open league fixture at home to Buckland 
Athletic midweek and being knocked out of the 
FA Cup the previous weekend.
